IN 1984 


Your K.T.S. Holding Corporation 
Board wishes to take this opportunity 
to review some of the accomplish- 
ments made during this past year. 

With your generous financial sup- 
port, the Anek Building was updated 
to the extent that the finances held 
out. The large main room was 
painted, the ladies and mens rest 
rooms were expanded, with new parti- 
tions and new plumbing fixtures, new 
lighting and new tile on the floors. Re- 
placement of the old ceiling tile and 
new tile installed, where needed. The 
electrical panel was enclosed with cin- 
der block and a door. The foyer, re- 
duced in size, to accommodate the ex- 
pansion of the rest rooms, was repan- 
eled and new ceiling and floor tile in- 
stalled. 

A large work party took on the task 
of updating the whole of the Temple 
property by mowing, trimming, weed 
whacking and generally cleaning up. 
The guard rail, which had deterior- 
ated by neglect and rust, was scrapped 
and repainted. 

At this writing the long awaited 
commercial size dishwasher has been 
installed for use by the Units for their 
functions. All plumbing and electrical 
work is done, and a hood and duct 
work will have the washer in full oper- 
ation in just a few days. 

A contract has been signed to have 
the outside walls surrounding the 
Mosque, from ceiling to roof insu- 
lated, which should have been done in 
the original contract. This operation 
should help immensely in alleviating 
the problem of the sprinkler system 
pipes freezing and breaking, if the 

weather should get too cold. 

A new hand rail was installed on the 
steps leading up to the Recorder’s Of- 
fice. This has been a help during wet 
and slippery conditions. 

We appreciate the efforts of all the 
Nobles who were so generous of their 
time and talents in accomplishing 
these many projects.
